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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is responsive to application entered on 06/04/2003. 

RESTRICTION ELECTION 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
The claims 1-29 and 32-35 are subjected to restriction election of species, classifiable in 
class 716 subclass 1 as follow: 

Group 1. Claims 1-5, clock distribution using transforming bounding box. 
Group 2. Claims 6-13, recursive pattern of geometric shapes. 
Group 3. Claims 14-17, a series of local distribution structures coupled to said series 
of parallel non Manhattan root clock signal lines. 

Group 4. Claims 18-29, a collection of non Manhattan clock signal lines arranged to 
form a mesh. 

Group 5. Claims 32-35, accepting a first parameter, said first parameter specifying a 
rotation value. 

The claims 30-31 are subjected to restriction election of different sub-class as follow: 
Group 6. Claims 30-31, placement circuit elements, classifiable in class 716 subclass 
9.
